CHARGES CONSPIRACY 


Senator Mosas declared that what 


ever the outcome of the government 
proceedings

foundation, he always would believe it 
•was "conceived in conspiracy and fos 
tered by falsehood '. He charged that 
the conspiracy was formed by Francis 
P Gavin, its president, "his associates 
in the office of Alien Property Custo- 
dian and certain of the dya manu- 
facturers of the country." 


Calling attention that the founda- 


tilon was organized in the winter of 
1919, Senator Moses said that on Feb 
ruary 26 of that year.

opinion would compel obedience. 


The way out for the railroad em- 


ployes Is to accept the decision of the

not commit the board to modification 
but would afford the labor leaders an

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BIG BUSINESS VS. THE BONUS 
The United Slates Chamber of Com- 


merce is out against the bonus . It has is- 
sued a statement which not only opposes 
the granting of adjusted compensation at 
this time, but which appears to oppose 
the plan in principle. The organization 
through its vice-president holds that the 
bonus would increase the national debt 
by nearly 20 per cent, argues that busi- 
ness conditions will not warrant the im- 
position of so heavy a tax and calls at- 
tention to the prospective deficit of 
§500.000.000 for the next fiscal year. 
The chairman of the house committee on 
appropriations is quoted to show that it 
•will not be possible to reduce government 
expenditures below S3. 650. 000. 000 a 
year until the public debt is reduced suf- 
ficiently to lower interest charges. 


The United States Chamber of Com- 


merce reflects essentially the tempera- 
mental opposition of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon. It is a reduction of the 
plan for adjusted compensation to a cold 
business calculation in which the pur- 
pose is to show that the country cannot 
afford to pay the ex-servire men any ad- 
ditional compensation, regardless of mor- 
al or other obligations. 
That is the atti- 


tude in which Mr. Mellon approaches the 
subject, and it is the attitude of big busi- 
ness throughout the country. 


The argument presented by the United 


States Chamber of Commerce against the 
bonus is of course hypothitical. It is based 
on figures which may or may not be accur- 


ate. 
The Chamber of Commerce does not 


know what the bonus will cost the coun- 
try in actual money, it does not know 
what the federal budget will be and it 
does not know what the income of the gov- 
ernment will be. 
Assuming, however. 


that all of its guesses are correct, and that 
the budget will increase our indebtedness 
by more than $4. 000. 000. 000. it has still 
presentpd no valid case against adjusted 
: compensation. It is not a question of mon- 
ey. it is a question of justice. It is idle and 
absurd to contend that a country with the 
great wealth of America, a country which 
underwent practically no suffering as a 
'.result of the war. and where prosperity 


I has been only mildly interrupted, cannot 
1 defray the cost of the bonus, regardless of 
•whether it is three, four or five billion 
dollars. 
The amount is a secondary mat- 


ter.

United States, it may be taken for grant- 
ed. would insist upon the fair adjustment 
of all war contracts, and as a matter of 
fact the government has proceeded to 
promptly adjust these contracts and pay 
the men who engaged in productive work

•trictly war investments. 
Big business 


•was heartily in favor of the discharge by 
the government of these obligations. The 
amounts involved and the taxes that 
might be necessary to raise them were of 
no concern. The only thing that mattered 
was that capital invested in these under- 
takings should come clean and with a lib- 
eral profit. That was the government's 
guarantee and it was fulfilled. 


The obligation to the ex-sen-ice men is 


to less real. Morally, they have far more 
coming to them than those who did their 
part at home. They have not been paid 
for their services in anything like the pro- 
portion of their sacrifice, financial or 
Otherwise. 
The losses that they under- 


went by giving up profitable employment 
have not been made good, and the meager 
pay they received while in service has not 
been supplemented with what they are 
clearly entitled to in equity. The United 
States Chamber of Commerce does not 
improve its standing by opposing the sol- 
dier's bonus. Its attitude is one of selfish- 
ness and one which places the dollar

America to thing Champagne as tne 
king of wines, possibly because it is 
so expensive, but more likely because 
not being a nation of wine-drinkers 
and partaking of the fermented"juice 
of the grapp only on ceremonial occas- 
sions. we have naturally drifted to- 
ward the ceremonial wine. Even in 
the old pre-prohibition days it was sel- 
dom Indeed that a hotel waiter was 
called upon to serva any other wine 
but Champagne. It was Champagne 
or nothing.

In France, where the best wines of 


the world are 
grown , Champagne 


holds a minor role. It is served spar- 
ingly, only at the moment when the 
tcastmaster rises to say, "I raise my 
glass in honor of him who—". 
No 


body drinks more than a sip of it. 
And nobody who has grown to know 
and admire the wines of the country 
wants to. 


Preferring 
Champagne to every- 


thing else is regarded as a sign of 
corrse taste 
in 
gourmandry. 
The 


tuth is that while there are 
good 


Champagnes and bad, it is almost im- 
possible to distinguish between good 
and better, or bad and worse. 
The 


fizzy quality is the outstanding char- 
acteristic of the beverages, and so 
overrides all the other qualities that 
the sense o'f taste is paralyzed and 
fails to apprehend the more delicate 
savors of the drink 


This is not the case with the still 


wines. 
Once the flzzlness 
Is done 


away with, the palate has an oppor- 
tunity to search for 
other 
charms. 


Therefore the true gourmet turns to 
the old vintages of Bordeaux and Bur- 
gundy, the. red 
wines 
particularly. 


Here a dozen different categories of 


assail the 
tongue. 


Tt is not necessary to be an expert 


to distinguish the chief of them. After 
a few attempts one easily recognizes 
the ful,, frank bouquet Of a Burgundy 
as distinguished from the more deli- 
cate, more subtle, flavors of a Medoc.

of the northern branch of the Gulf 
Stream formerly struck the w«st coast 
of Ireland, and then runs straight up
